NaspviLny, Junuary 26, 1866,—~To the ealtor or
the Washiveton Clironete:—In o recont urticle
in the National Imtelligencer, hewded *The
Brownlow Fuotion,” the following statement s
made in regard to my fmwprisonment in the
Knoxville jails—
* The publio, however, may nolt know ithat in the
prison where he was condined hundreds ot Union
men were inearcemted, huddlea togeter Lko catile,
and dying 1or waut of slr, 100d, ane watsr, while
Governor Browelow was llloweti amp'e room, aod
his family were permitted to sond nim food, wine,
und every dogcaoy that affoctron might suggest;
nor that Govervor Brownlow was urmshed escort
and vransportstion through to the Union army,
when bundreas of better men were burried off to
the pallows 1o die an rguominious death, or filieen
toulhern prisoners to be siowly tortured to death
by starvation and i1l tréentment,

In the prison where 1 was confined we were
all erowded tosether, or, as the Inlelligencer hus
it, “boddled together," one having no more
room than another, and all breathing the snme
foul nir, My mmiiy were allowed o gend me
my menls, becavse, as the Rebel authorivos said
it was economy to them, The escort furnishe
me rebelled against the Hebel commandant, and
refused to go. 1, therelore, started with my two
sons, and two private citizens of my choosing,
together with two inendly Rebel officers who
voluntesred, On the way we got others to Join
us, well armed, and it was fortunute that we did,
for at Athens, fity-Lve miles west of Knoxville,
s Mizssissippl nglmunt attempted to take me out
of \he tram and hang me.  As to the “trangpor
tation” furnished me, I had all the bills to foot
up, Upon my amval at Shelbyville | was
yearrestod by General Hardee, and held ten days
longer. [ there got out of money, and berrowed
$100 from & friond, This was in March, 1802,

The month lollowing, wy wife and children
and the wife and children of Horace Maynard
(part of mine sick) were sent out the other way,
through Virginia, upon thirty-six hours' notice,
and made to bear thelr expenses themsolves, at
heavy rues,

I correct these false statemenis because of the
Jormer respectability of the Intelligenoer, There
are others eqmm{»r absurd and untrue, but they
can pass for what they are worth, Rebels and
Rebel aympathizets will recive them — loyal
men will reject them.
